The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Prior rat 
neither teach nor suggest removing a plurality of layers of VCSEL around annular ohmic 
intracavity pad using an outer circumferential edge of said ohmic intracavity contact pad 
as a mask to form a circular mesa and thereby expose said oxide aperture layer at the 
mesa side wall.
